Incident of the Kearsarge 
Inquiry. 


Commander Heyerman Moved 
to Tears. 


Ship’s Loss. 


Lookouts Had Been Posted to Watch for the 
Reet—Discrepancy Between the Ves- 
sel’s Reckoning and the Dan- 
gerous Shoals. 


By Telegraph from the Associated P:e:s. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The court of 
inquiry ordered to investigate the 
wreck of the Kearsarge reconvened in 
the court-martial room of the. Brook- 
lyn navy-yard today. There, was one 
extraordinary . scene to mark  to- 
day’s proceedings. Capt. Heyer- 
man broke down while telling the 
story of the wreck and the court- 
room was cleared until he could 
control his gw 

The first witness was Rear-Admiral 
Stanton, who told in detail the story 
of the Kearsarge’s voyage from the 
time she sailed from Port Au Prince 
until she struck on Roncador Reef. 
Then Capt. Heyerman was called. 

‘After stating in reply to the judge- 
advocate that the reports printed in the 
public press were substantially correct, 
Commander Heyerman was asked if 
he had saved any of the ship’s records, 
particularly the “rough” and ‘‘smooth’”’ 
log-books. 

“I made two attempts,” he said 
“after the vessel struck to save the 
log-books as well as the night order- 
book, knowing they would be wanted 
as exhibits in the investigation which 
I knew would follow. I was, however, 
only able to save my life.” 

Heyerman identified several charts 
which had been in use on board the 
Kearsarge. Questioned as to his con- 
fidence in the charts and instruments 
on board the Kearsarge the commander 
said: “I had no doubt as to the ac- 
curacy of the charts and instruments 
on board. The night sextant was a@ 
little out of gear, but the other instru- 
ments were ct condition.” 

‘Answering . -Advocate °Kelley’s 
questions, Heyerman said he had been 
in the navy since 1861, and had com- 
manded the Kearsarge and 
Pensacola. ReveFting to the day of 
the wreck, Commander Heyerman de- 
scribed the condition of the weather 
and current@ ¥6r a dozen hours 
previous to the-Kearsarge striking on 
the reef. He received reports of the 
navigator at intervals. The latitude 
taken is by the ship’s running. “I 
was sure the Kearsarge was so far 
to the north of Roncador Reef that I 
way well clear of it,” said he. “I 
had lookouts on the topgallant yards all 
the afternoon, and at 5:30 o’clock sent 
the officer aloft to make sure no danger 
was in sight. The officer reported 
everything all Breakers, he 


eid, were first reparted at 6:50 o’clock. 
At the time Admiral Stanton, the nav- 
igator, Capt. Lyman and the officer of 
the day, were on deck with him. 
“What was the discrepancy,’’ asked 
the judge-advocate, ‘“*between the point 
where you really were and where you 
thought you were when you struck?’’ 
“About six miles to the southward 
and four miles to the eastward of the 
point I supposed we were from our 
reckoning.’ ‘There was, according to 
Heyerman, an interval of only two min- 
utes at- the most between’ sighting the 
white water and the shock of striking 
on the reef. The commander told how 
the Kearsarge was abandoned after it 
was seen she wis doomed. He also 
described the manner in which Seaman 
Anderson Robbins lost his life while 


-trying to wade from the outer reef 


to the main key. a 

Then Heyerman gave in detail the 
story of the encampment on the key, 
and the boarding of the wreck to ob- 
tain provisions, and his unsuccessful 
search for the night order-book. He 
gave a vivid description of camp life 
and of the Robinson Crusoe bill of fare 
served during their stay on the kev. 
The arrival of the City ef Vara and 
the embarkation of the crew was inter- 
estingly recounted by Heyerman. 

While describing the exemplary ccn- 
duct of the officers and -i:rew while. 
lying at the wharf, as well 1s ail dur- 
ing the trying days on:the key, Ilever- 
man became visibly affected at the 
recollection .of the men's’ apparent 
deep respect and loye far nim. Recall- 
ing this devotion, on the jart of his 
crew was too much for the bronzed 
commander and his mouth twitched 
at the corners and big tears welled up 
into his eyes. He finally had to stop, 
owing to his emotions. When he had 
recovered composure .Heycrman con- 
cluded his testimony with the details 
of his return trip to New York. 

The court then adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

“TO RAISE THE KEARSARGE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The re- 
mains of the Kearsarge will be, raised 
from Roncador Reef, if the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs has its way. 
Today the committee voted to report 
favorably the bill of Mr. Blair of New 
Hampshire, but was more generous 
than Mr. Blair proposed. While his 
bill. would appropriate $30,000, the com- 
mittee decided to raise the sum to $465,- 
000, with the proviso that the wréeck- 
ing company shall receive not more 
than $10,000 if the attempt is a failure. 
Several proposals for raising the Kear- 
Sarge have been made. Wrecking com- 
panies have represented that the at- 
tempt would’ be a perfectly feasible 
one. 

Secretary Herbert has sent to Mr. 
Cummings of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs a letter indorsing the 
project of rescuing the Kearsarge. The 
Secretary urged that any action to- 
ward rescue be taken at once. The 
Naval Committee, therefore, sought to 
secure immediate consideration for a 
bill framed according to the Secretary’s: 
suggestions, but Mr. Bland demanded 
that the silver debate proceed, adding 
that the Kearsarge rescue and other 
projects.would have to wait until the 
silver bill- was disposed or. 

Mr. McEttrick of Massachusetts has 
introduced a bill to incorporate an or- 
ganization formed by the veterans who 
served on the Kearsarge during the 
war. It is called the Kearsarge Asso- 
ciation of Naval Veterans. The sur- 
vivors intend to collect mementoes of 
the old vessel and, when the organiza- 
tion comes to an end, they will be given 
to the Smithsonian Institution.

THE CHRIS EVANS OF THE KNIGHTS OP 
LABOR. 


At a meeting of the American Rail- 
way Union of Des Moines, Iowa, on 
Sunday last, General Master Workman 
Sovereign spoke as follows, in reference 
to the injunction against him by Judge 
Jenkins: 

“IT am going to Winona, Minn., to- 
night, and will speak there on Monday. 
Tuesday. and Wednesday. I shall 
be in Paul and Minneapolis 
to talk to the Northern Pacific em- 
bloyeer, and, as sure as there is a God 
in heaven, I, will violate that injunc- 
tion of Jenkins. It is infamous, and 
an -diitrage on all workingmen. He 
would be a poor representative of or- 
ganized labor who would not have the 
backbone to do what he pleased against 
this disgrace, and would deserve the 
condemnation of all honest working- 
men. Who is Judge Jenkins, anyhow? 
Sinrply a man with a soul to damn 
and a posterior to kick. I fear no 
courts. If there is a United States 
Marshal here let him serve dis pro- 
cess,”" 

This speech, the dispatch states, was 
received with great applause by the 150 
persons present. 

While train-robbers are defying the 
law in California and other States, and 
Anarchists are seeking to overturn the 
fabric of society in the Old World, it 
seems that this boss “walking dele- 
gate’ of the Knights of Labor is anx- 
ious to pose as a modern Ajax; defying 
the lightning—or as a mule kicking at 
a stone wall. 

Translated into plain English, this 
man, who professes to be a representa- 
tive of American workingmen, openly 
defies the laws of the country of which 
he is a citizen, and publicly announces 
his intention to insult the duly-consti- 
tuted legal authorities. 

We do not here discuss the merits of 
the act of Judge Jenkins in issuing 
the injunction which Sovereign defies; 
it is not necessary to do so. It is suf- 
ficient for the purposes of the’ present 
discussion to know that the mandate of 
a judicial tribunal was defied by a hw- 
less demagogue.

folow Mr. Sovereign to this extreme, 
and openly avow themselves as in sym- 
pathy with the principles which actuate 
train-robbers and Anarchists, although 
not, perhaps, with their actions? We 
believe not. 

The American workingman is not 
composed. of the material that seeks to 
subvert society because here, in this 
free, enlightened country he is an inte- 
gral part of that society, with all the 
privileges and possibilities of its most 
favored members. We are convinced 
that this man Sovereign will find but 
a very slender following to his dema- 
gogic appeals. . 

American workingmen—those who la- 
bor not merely with their mouths— 
may safely be relied on to deal with 
such men as Sovereign. He will go the 
way of Denis Kearney and others of 
his ilk.

After the international exposition at 
Chieago, which was not only a triumph 
for the country, but which was also 
the glory and the marvel of this age 
of grand human achievement, it was 
thought by many an act of supreme 
folly to attempt an interrational ex- 
position at San Francisco so soon after 
the close of the successful Columbian.

created. Men come from all over the 
land and from across the seas and.

In all the history 
of peoples and of Stateasthe world has 
seen nothing so AladdintBke before, 
Save only the great White City. 

And in what other way could Califor- 
nia proclaim so convincingly the fact 
which is just beginning to be generally 
recognized, that this border civilization 
of ours has all the elements of strength 
and of culture necessary for the up- 
building of one of the grandest States 
in the whole Union? _ 

Many have supposed that the climatic 
conditions, especially of the southern 
portion of our State, were such as 
tended to mental laziness and physical 
enervation, They have supposed that 
here brawn and brain were. quickly 
enfeebled and that oir population soon 
became content with a dolce far niente 
existence peculiarly adapted to the

They compare. the, yield afforded 
by a single acre of @atifornia land with 
that which they have codxed from the 
unwilling soil of the East, and are 
honest enough to admit that, if you 
judge the value of land by what it 
can be made’ to yield, am acre of. good 
California land is worth. many times 
more than. an average acre of New 
England and much other Eastern land. 
And then ‘they are wont to say: ‘In 
addition ¢o all this fr Iness of soil 
we have as fine a clintats as the world 
affords thrown in with our purchase, 
and so there is not a particle of rea- 
fon to hesitate about investing.”’ . 

This is one of the conclusions which 
is being reached by a large number 
of visitors at our Midwinter Fair, a 
conclusion which they are not slow 
about informing their friends that they 
left behind them in the East, and thus 
the missionary work that the fair is 
accomplishing is by no means confined 
to the multitude who visit it.

Interview With ex-Gov. 
Murphy. 


— 
Recent Attacks on the Territory 
Refuted. 


Steady and Substantial Progress All 
Along the Line. 


The Population is increasing and the Horti- 
cultural and Agricultural Sections 
Rapidly Filling Up—Statehood 
Sentiment. 


Ex-Gov. Murphy of Arizona, who has 
been in the city for several days past 
with his family, was seen yesterday, 
and, being interviewed by a Times re- 
porter, said: 

“The -people of the Territory are 
justly incignant at-recent outrageous 
attacks upon Arizona which have ap- 
peared in prominent Eastern journals, 


| and while I'am inclined to think that. 
| thé vanity of the perpetrators of the 


wrong has already been fed too far by 
conspicuous mention and that their im- 
portance has been very much overesti- 
mated and some of the statements pub- 
lished are so-wtterly false and ridicu- 
lous as to deceive no one, yet it may 
be well to deny explicitly some of the 
more extreme assertions for the infor- 
mation of those who may be possibly 
misled. The principal object of those 
who are responsible for the hostile let- 
ters referred to seems to be to try and 
defeat Arizona’s chances for’ admis- 
sion as a State. An honest difference 
of opinion on this subject cannot justify 
wholesale falsehoods as to facts, how- 
ever, and therefore either the motives 
or the intelligence of the maligners of 
Arizona’s gooal name and credit are 
grossly at’ fatlt:’’ 

Mr. Murphy then proceeded to refute 
the statements tn an article published 
in a Chicago *4on February 11, 
which declared: .. 

“The populati “Arizona at the 

last census wags69,000'and it has been 
constantly falling offever since on ac- 
count of silver depr on, etc.” 
’ As, to this. statement Mr. Murphy 
said: “‘The truth is’ that the census 
gave Arizona PEs, le four years 
ago, exclusive*oP white “men on Indian. 
reservations and Tndians untaxed, and 
the number has largely increased since 
that time. 

“That the-population of Arizona is 
steadily increagnge cannot be success- 
fully disputed: The agricultural and 
neérticultural sections are especially fill. 
ing up with desirable immigrants. In 
Maricopa. county alone 175,000. fruit 
trees have’ been marketed within a 
year. All up &md down the Gila and 
Salt rivers in G , Pinal, Pima and 
Yuma counties development is being 
proportionately pushed. In the mining 
sections also the communities § are 
highly Settlements are 
increasing along the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad in the northern counties 
of the Territory; coal fields and large 
timber regions are, being opened. In 
the ‘mining districts closely contiguous 
to Prescott, as well as in the United 
Verde, Harqua Hala, Suberstitious 
Mountain,. Santa Maria, Chapparal, 


-Congress,, Bradstiaw..and other impor- 


tant mining neighborhoods unusual 
prosperity exists anf. it is altogether 
Probable that theyoutput of precious 
metals | bé larkep this year than 
ever before. 
“Two expensive important rail- 
roads are being c cted in Ariz- 
ona, which is eviden in these times, 
of thrift and. stability.. Another line is 
projected and will no doubt be built, 
to the -‘United Verde,” “ih ~ Yavapai 
county, which is recognized as one of 
the greatest ‘mines in the country. 
“The. statement thatthe people of 
Arizona donot desire tehood is ut- 
terly unfounded and false; there is no 
doubt whatever, but that upwards of 
90 per cent. of the people favor admie- 
sion, and possibly I am a competent 
judge in this matter, having lived a 
long time in the Territory, and being 
intimately acquainted with its affairs. 
“The constitutional canvention which 
framed the constitution upon which 
the present. bill for .admission .of the 
Territory before wg is predicated, 
was not compo of irresponsible citi- 
zens, as published, but was made up of 
our best‘and most. representative men, 
although it by no means follows that 
the constitution adopted will be the 
one of the State, ds it is not decided 
that a new convention will not be held. 
“In regard to the sweeping charge of 
corruption in Territorial affairs and 
bad legislation, which the Eastern 
writer alleges, it is possible that in a 
comparative degree Arizona has suf- 
fered on this account, which I think is 
true of all new Territoriés and States, 
and that we are no exception in this 
respect to the general rule. Arizona has 
to show for her indebtedness fine pub- 
lic buildings, including penal institu- 
tions, asylum, university, normal sc! 
and a common school system which is 
not excelled in America: The buildings 
were erected without a dollar of help 
from the general government. Good 
roads have been constructed over moun- 
tain trails, expensive bridges have 
built, and highly creditable develop- 
ment had in all directions, for which 
the people of the Territory are entitled 
to special credit, on account of remote- 


ness from moneyed and populous cen- 


ters, lack .of transportation facilities 
and expensive foreign material for con- 
struction purposes, which are now be- 
ing developed at home. 
“Thé Writer referred to attacks the 
financial status of the Territory in con- 
nection with its heavy debt and asses- 
sable property. Special pleading for a 
purpose can be made on almost any 
subject, but a conservative and fair- 
minded writer should always be will- 
ing to present both gides of the ques- 
tion where any controversy exists. It 
has been demonstrated, over and. over 
again, that if the property of Arizona 
were all assessed, and at a fair valua- 
tion, taxation would be lower than in 
many of the larger States; this, in view 
of the difficulties of developing a new 
and remote country, as before stated. 
As convincing testimony that Arizona 
is net in the deplorable condition re- 
ported, $2,000,000 of Territorial bonds, 
bearing 6 per cent. interest, have been 
sold at par within the past two years, 
after the most thorough and careful in- 
vestigation by some of the ablest finan- 
cial experts of the country. Instead of 
the value of the mining machinery be- 
ing stated too high by the advocates of 
Statehood, in my judgment a larger 
sum might have with propriety been 
named. Expensive plants are located at 
Bisbee, Clifton, Globe, Morenci, Tomb- 
4tone, United Verde, Congress, Mam- 
moth, Goldfield and in many other lo- 
calities, to say nothing about the large 
expenditures u properties which 
have failed. It is possible that some 
kinds of personal property have been 
exaggerated. It is impossible to know 
from thé records exactly how many 
cattle and other kinds of property 
should -be Hsted under our present sys- 
tem, and it is true that assessments, 
as a rule, have been very loosely made, 
“T do not care to discuss political or 
personal interests in connection with 
the question of Statehood, either for cr 
against the proposition, but I unhesi- 
tatingly declare that a I e majority 
of the people of the Territory, r - 
less of locality or political views, de- 
sire admission, and that no good reason 
can. possibly be demonstrated why we 
shoul a right of self-gov- 
THe is increasing 
steadily “in* pepulation, edticazion, 
wealth and moral tone; the city of 
Phoenix... with 9000 .populat n-

tains good order with but two police- 
men; the citizens are law-abiding, in- 
dustrious and fully capable of main- 
taining a State government, and such 
articles as thé ones lately published 
and to which I have referred can unly 
be the result of either selfish interests, 
malice or ignorance, and it ts sincerely 
to be hoped that they will be given 
little consideration by the fair-minded 
and well-informed . people of the 
country. 

“Neither the question of sectional- 
ism, class legislation nor anything 
should deny to a free, capable and de- 
serving people their dearest righ‘s. 

“It is posssible that I have expressed 
myself at too much length won this 
subject, notwithstanding the great 
provocation. Arizona and Southern 
California are in close sympathy,: and 
we appreciate the assistance of such 
papers as The Times in correcting false 
impressions. The correspondent who 
penred the articles I have mentioned 
is probably not wholly to blame, and he 
has probably been misinformed by peo- 
ple Whom he trusted and who may 
have been prejudiced by imaginary in- 
terests. However, a great wrong has 
been done and it should be righted 
so far as possible.”

Historical Facts and Present 
Industrial Conditions. 


Early Orange-growing in Los Angeles 
County—Some of the Pioneers—River- 
side—Frauds That Have Been 
Practiced. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 26, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) In yesterday’s ts- 
sue of The Times, under the heading, 
“Los Angelés County Oranges,”’ in the 
editorial matter, occurs the statement 
that “Riverside is the oldest and most 
extensive orange-growing county of the 
State.”” (The Times was referring only 
to the age of the Riverside section as,a 
regular and large producer of oranges 
for profit; that is to say, as a busi- 
ness.—-Ed.) Also, that “it is known 
that back of Monrovia and Duarte and 
Glendora, some of the finest oranges 
raised in California are grown.” 

As an old Californian, the writer 
wishes to remind The Times and its 
readers of a few facts. 

The finest oranges ever raised in the 
State, and the oranges that made the 
reputation for California oranges, were 
raised in localities outside of those 
mentioned in the list, and before River- 
side, Duarte, etc., were ever heard of. 
When the men who came here to found 
a colony (among the number Judge 
North, a former Supreme Judge of 
Nevada) who talked over the project 
of establishing Riverside colony at the 
home of the writer, the orchard of Mr. 
Wolfskill, in Los Angeles, the first 
planted in California, was already fa- 


mous. From this orchard, and the 
experience of Mr. Wolfskill, was 
established the fact that or- 


anges were at home in Los Angeles, 
and at this time there were two other 
large orchards of full-grown seedling 
trees, namely: Mr. Wilson’s at San 
Gabriel and’ Mr. Rose’s “Sunny Side.” 
Besides there were small orchards 
in the other neighboring iocal- 
ities and many dooryards had a few 
trees. In the San Gabriel Valley 
proper, on the banks of the river, Gov. 
Pio Pico had old trees in. bearing and 
also ex-Gov. Downey. It has. grown 
to be an understood fact that all good 
oranges grow in Riverside. Why? .Be- 
cause dealers traded upon the Wash- 
ington navel being the one fine orange 
of Cklifornia. Its name “Riverside 
navel” gave it superior flavor because 
of the location of Riverside, and upon 
this was built the reputation of seed- 
lings and the result was all good or- 
anges from Santa Ana to the desert 
were packed in Riverside boxes and all 
poor oranges raised in Riverside and 
elsewhere were shipped in boxes 
marked “‘Los Angeles.” No one wants 
oranges raised in Los Angeles county 
because they are “sour.’”’ This order was 
first disturbed by the first Citrus Fair 
held in Los Angeles, when Riv- 
erside refused to come: 
cause of a fear 
not be fairly treated. 
fear, unless of the “conscience that 
makes cowards of us all.”’ Ags ; 

Riverside has suffered ‘just retribution 
for ruining the reputation of .Los An- 
geles oranges. There is no satisfaction 
in this to those who have suffered. An 
honest policy is always best, even if 
adopted for no other reason than policy. 
There are two reasons for a positive 
statement in r to Monrovia or- 
anges and those of the southern ‘slope 
of the Puente hills. First, the south- 
western exposure gives stored warmth 
that tempers cold nights. Second, while 
the wood is growing in summer and the 
fruit is making there is a cool sea 
breeze blowing every day. This hard- 
ens, to a certain extent, and the same 
frost in Jan Bernardino:county, or Riv- 
erside, would do harm,. while the lo- 
cality of the sea breeze would pass un- 
disturbed. The truth is,- however, that 
heavy frosts occur in Riverside’s neigh- 
borhood,. when there are none.on these 
southwestern slopes. The fruit formed 
under almost tropical: heat of the sum- 
mer.in the interior valleys, has no prep- 
aration for frosts. The soil is richer, 
also, on these slopes, and very little 
artificial fertilization is needed, hence 
stronger. trees. A visitor will notice 
near Whittier. a million nursery trees, 
orange, etc., brought here, in some in- 
stances, from other localiti#s where they 
rote t the best conditions and best 
ruit. 

Uniess the business men of Southern 
California make it their business to do 
something toward markets, there wi 
be little use to award premiums an 
display fruits, when boxing, transpor- 
tation and commissions require every 
cent received. It is said that Prof. Hil- 
gard last. year estimated that a box 
of oranges was worth 37 cents as fer- 
tilizer to the scil. If this is s6, every 
carload is worth to the land at least 
$100. The: question is this: Shall there 
be a way to our fruits into -the 
hands of the people of the Upited 
States who would. be glad to buy and 
eat if the opportunity was given them? 
A few cities are not the markets for 
the people. Towns, villages and farms 
must be reached, and a transportation 
rate that will bring. the ces down 
to the consumer, so that all may par- 
take of our golden fruit. In other words, 
the producer. and consumer must be 
brought ‘into closer relations, so that 
fruit-growing may continue.on a busi- 
ness basis, which recognizes that the 
investments in fruit lands shall return a 
percentage of profit. to the owners of 
such lands. .

Reports from the Various sub-Committees 
Presented—SuggestioN® for the Enter. 
tainment—A Parade and 
Grand Ball. 


The general committee having i! 
charge the preparations for “La Fiesta 
-de Los Angeles’’ met last evening in 
the rooms of the Concordia Club on 
South Main street. 

Secretary L. F. Vetter first read the 
minutes of a previous meeting after 
Chairman Max Meyberg had called the 
"members to order. 

The Committe on Street Parades, 
through Mr. Lichtenberger, made a re- 
port in which was outlined the pro~ 
posed arrangement for the processions

or. 


Mr. Meyberg offered the suggestion 
that all horses be excluded from the 
procession on children’s day, owing 
to the danger connected with the use 
of such animals. 

- W,. Wood thought that it was a 
particularly good idea to have the Na- 
‘tional Guard boys out on children’s 
day, as the two would make a very 
happy and pleasing combination. He 
thought that some good maneuvering 
should be done to add Hfe to the oc 
casion. If the Governor and his staff 
could: be prevailed upon to attend a 
little ceremony.of. having the children 
throw flowers would be very attractive. 

A. Petsch had several suggestions ta 
offer regarding the programme for 
children’s day. He did not believe in 
compelling the little ones to walk very 
far, but rather favored some simple, 
entertaining exercises to be given by 
them at the parks. 

Frank Thomas thought that it would 
be a good plan to have a grand carnival 
day when the flesta should be brought 
to a close. That is a grand procession, 


tin which the public could enter in 


mask, if desired, having a large supply 
of flowers to heighten the effect. 

Mr. Wood was doubtful if the people 
could be wound up to a sufficient de- 
gree to make this plan a success. If 
they could it would undoubtedly work 
well and would be an attractive feature, 

Mr. Thomas replied that the Pee 
of Santa Barbara had some difficulty 
in ‘this respect at first, but after a year 
or two went by the thing came ta 
‘be an established and particular cere- 
mony and was entered into heartily 
by all.

Eastern Firms Cutting the Price on Oranges. 


A Sad Case. 


POMONA, Feb. 27.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The San Antpnio Fruit 
Exchange, which practica .oontrals 
the oranges of this section of the coun- 
try, meems to have unearthed a fact 
that is not particularly a pleasant one 
for either the exchange or the fruit 
companies that are engaged in_ selling 
the crops of outside parties. The ex- 
change is in receipt of evidence that 
cannot be contradicted,, which shows 
that at least some of the firms above 
mentioned are deliberately cutting 
prices, making them lower than those 
of the exchange, and for the simple pur- 


pose of running the orange-growers’ 
union out of the country. Such business 
cannot but work ruin and desolation 
to the orange-industry, for the simple 
reason that the growers’ can get no 
prices for their fruit, and that means 
disaster to the business, Almost 
every day the exchanges are in receipt 
of quotations from buyers in the Bast, 
which show that the sellers outside the 
union are cutting prices, and the nat- 
ural consequence is that these outside 
parties are selling the oranges, while 
the exchanges wait. The policy of the 
ex¢éhanges seems to be to let these par- 
ties run until they come to the end of 
their rope, and that (the exchange as- 
serts) will be in a very short time, 
for they cannot get the fruit. Advices 
from the markets yesterday were en- 
couraging to the growers, and they 
have full confidence that they will suc- 
ceed. 

As to prices received, while they are 
not as large as the exchanges would 
like to see, they are much better than 
last year, ‘and the exchanges have 
made this matter possible. ‘The returns 
for the best navel oranges y the 
grower from 90 cents to $1 per box, and 
while that is not large, it pays very 
well, and is ‘better than paying freight 
for ‘the privilege of selling in’ distant 
cities. The exchange says that the 
growers who sell ‘to. these, firms }may 
rest assured that they are dging every- 


thing they can to ruin the industry, for,
